PROPOSED AMENDMENTS 
TO THE CONSTITUTION — 

In their report the Constitution 
and By-Laws Committee has sub- 
mitted some proposed amend- 
ments to the ILA Constitution. It 
is proposed that Section 6 read: 

This Association shall hold for- 
mal affiliation with the American 
Library Association, and _ shall 
elect a councilor or councilors 
for representation on the Council 
of the American Library Associa- 
tion in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the By-Laws of that As- 
sociation. 

In Section 7, the following is an 
insert after the first paragraph: 

The Executive Board, or the 
membership at an annual or spe- 
cial meeting of the Association, 
shall be the sole authority for tak-

Section 12 is new and will be 
titled Affiliated Groups: 

Any group of librarians repre- 
senting a field of activity in gen- 
eral distinct from that of other 
groups may, upon written petition 
of one-third of the members elig- 
ible for such group to the Execu- 
tive Board of the Indiana Library 
Association, apply for official 
status as a group within the Asso- 
ciation. Under exceptional cir- 
cumstances, the Executive Board 
may approve a group having fewer 
than one-third of the members. 
Such group may adopt its own 
constitution and by-laws, estab- 
lish its own board, appoint such 
committees, and assess such dues
